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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the combination of the references does not meet the limitations of claim 1 . In particular, applicant argues the 
secondary reference, Hobbs, teaches away from the technique of claim 1. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The Hobbs reference 
demonstrates two types of modal windows: a standard modal window and a semi modal window. Modal windows are well known in the 
computer arts, and demonstrate the functionality of claim 1 , where after the determination is made that the first frame (background applet) 
depends on the second frame (modal window), a user is prevented from interacting with the first frame until the second frame is sufficiently 
loaded. In the case of a modal window, the background applet is frozen until the modal window is addressed. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been able to take the teaching of a modal window and apply this functionality to Sjostram. If such a determination is not 
made, the user is permitted to interact with the first frame regardless of whether the second frame is sufficiently loaded. Sjostram discloses 
a navigation frame is loaded with general navigation including links and buttons for the user to activate if such a determination is not made. 
The Hobbs reference is relied upon to teach the determination of a dependency between two frames, through the use of modal windows. 
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
